The number of floral parts given here in the des¬ 
cription though vary in some cases from those of 
Smith (1947) they are in order when the observa¬ 
tions made by Smith (l.c.) at the end of the descrip¬ 
tion for Illicittm cambodianum Hance and the 
characters given by Hutchinson (1959) for 
the family Illiciaceae are taken into consideration. 
Smith (l.c.) writes that, “these differences in number

While on a botanical tour to the interior of thd 
Subansiri Frontier Division, NEFA, the senior 
author collected a plant on way from Ziro to Begi 
which was indentified as IUicium cambodianum 
Hance. A study of the available literature at the? 
Central National Herbarium and Eastern Circle, 
Botanical Survey of India confirmed that this plant 
is not yet reported from India. This is common 
in the Subansiri Frontier Division, NEFA. It is 
distributed in Southern Indo-China and Southern 
Burma where altitudes of 900 m and 1050 m are 
recorded for this plant.

Tree, young branchlets rugose, subterete, or 
slightly angled; leaves pseudoverticillate in clusters 
of 3-5 at distal nodes ; petioles about 5-13 mm long, 
leaf blades subcoriaceous, olivaceous to brown and 
slightly paler beneath when dry, obovate-elliptic, 
8-13.5x3-4.5 cm cuspidate, acuminate, margins 
entire and slightly recurved, costa lightly impressed 
above, prominent beneath, secondary nerves 6-10 
per side, elevated above, anastomosing near 
margin, elevated to faintly prominulous beneath; 
flowers pink, axillary or subterminal, solitary 
apparently bracteate, tracts caducous, pedicels 5-10 
mm, stouter than petioles, rugulose, ebracteolate;

The name Polygonum glandulosum Subba Rao 
given to the new species of Polygonum described in 
the Bulletin of the Botanical Survey of India (5: 
357, 1963) is invalid as it is a later homonym. The 
earlier names are Polygonum glandulosum R. Br. 
Prodr. 419, 1810 and Polygonum glandulosum Poir. 
in Lam, Encycl. 6; 149, 1806. 


I, therefore, propose a new name for the species 
under reference and the nomenclature with 
synonyms is given below. 

Polygonum sarbhanganicum (Subba Rao) Subba Rao 
Polygonum glandulosum Subba Rao (non Poir, 1804).
